Report  of  School  Board, 


In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  statute,  we 
hereby  submit  our  annual  report.  We  believe  our  schools 
during  the  past  year  have  been  up  to  the  usual  standard, 
but  our  standard  should  be  raised. 

It  has  been  the  aim  of  your  board,  as  far  as  possible,  to 
secure  teachers  of  moral  and  mental  worth  and  to  retain 
their  services  when  we  could.  The  school  with  all  its 
aids  is  but  an  opportunity,  valuable  only  in  proportion  as 
the  pupil  makes  use  of  it.  With  wide-awake,  thorough 
teachers,  hearty  co-operation  of  parents,  pupils,  board  and 
citizens  our  schools  must  steadily  improve. 

Some  of  our  teachers  have  done  excellent  work  with 
the  charts  and  maps  and  all  should  be  obliged  to. 
Also  to  attend  our  teachers'  institute. 

Number  of  scholars  between  the  ages  of  five  and  fifteen 
as  reported  by  the  selectmen,  forty-seven — eighteen  boys 
and  twenty-nine  girls. 

The  chairman,  in  closing  her  services  as  a  member  of 
the  board,  wishes  to  extend  hearty  thanks  to  all  for  the 
uniform  kindness  received  in  the  discharge  of  her  various 
duties  during  her  three  years'  work.
